The same catastrophe is imminent in 
this cou ntry u nless the laws restrict ; 
fu rther developments in boring so i 
many wells. 
Shou ld a similar explo­ 
sion occu r thero will bo su ch an u p­ 
heaval as will dwarf tho most terrible 
earthqu ake ever known. 
Tho cou ntry 
along the gas 
belt, 
from 
Toledo, 
throu gh Ohio, Indiana, and Kentu cky, 
will I >o ripped u p to the depth of 1,200 
to 1,500 feet and llopped over like a 
pancake, leaving a chasm

Th e Czar assured h is moth er th at th o 
allusion was complete, an d th at sh e 
migh t say sh e h ad seen “th e great 
man .”

1 2 .—August Spies, Adolph 
Fischer, George Engle, and A. H. I arnirns, 
the fo u r Anarchist« who were tried a y ear 
ago and found gu ilty o f the mu rder of Ma­ 
thias A. Degaa in the Hay m arket sq u are on 
May 4« IhSG, wore hanged Friday in Cook 
cou nty jail and |*ai« l the penalty of their 
crime with their liv es. The drop fed a tt 11:53 
and the fou r men « lied with words o f doflanro 
and scorn upon their lips. Parsons1 last word 
was actu ally strangle 1 in his throat by the 
hangm an’s noose. 
Seldom if ev er hav e fou r 
men died more gamely and defiantly than the 
fou r who were strangled 
Friday . 


The condemned men got to sleep late

throu gh th entire bu ilding the heav y Iron 
ioor cl< * 1, and presently th*» crowd of 
« {fleers, with the fo ur white shrou lml figu res 
m their midst, disappeared arou nd the tu rn

Ham Flldeii ;n his comrades disapp« *flr<*i from 
his « iglit forev er. 
Then ho threw himself 
into a corner of his cell, dropping to his 
knees, nnd hiding his face in his hands.

It looked a t first as if Engel w as nb« >u t 
to salu te h i« gu ard with a kiss, bu t lie ev i­ 
dently satisfied himself with some word of 
f>eace. 
Parson’s head nev er mov ed as the 
noose droppe 1 ov er his bead, bu t the same 
terrible, fix <1 lo »k was ou his face. 
And now people 
were ex pecting that the 
speeches for which the four doomed

crav ed twenty minutes each would bo deliv ­ 
ered, but to ev ery one’s surprise tho officer 
who adju sted ties nooso proceedtsl to fit on 
the white cap witho ut delay .

When the pu lso-beats of all became imper­ 
ceptible, which was abou t 12:10 o’clock, tho 
physicians sat down and the bcxlies swu ng 
back and forth, while tho depu ties stood 
abov e them. 
There was a continu al shifting 
of seals after tho physicians left the bodies,

A t 12:2u Spi'-s’ bo« ly was lot down and 
placo« l in a coffin, while the doctor examined 
him and fou nd that the neck was not broken.

Their wishes were respected, and 
Coroner Ilertz directed that tho body of 
Lingg be giv en to Mrs. Engel and the Car­ 
penter’s u nion, in accordance with his re- 
q u ost, so that they may all ho bu ried to­ 
gether. 
As soon as the coffins had been prepared 
Fischer’s body was lowered and prepared for 
encasement. 
His long neck showetl a blu e- 
black line of discoloration, with a slight co­ 
agu lation u nder the left ear. 
Engel’s body 
was warm, althou gh his hands showed great 
discoloration.

Her face was i*ale as death, and she sobbed 
conv u lsiv ely as the sympathizing friends 
filed in and out. 
Further up Milwaukee ax ’enue, at nGo, is 
the undertaker’s shop where the bodies o f 
Spies, Parsons und Fischer wero carod for. 
Mrs. Parsons was the most no ticeable there. 
She sat with her back to tho 
windo w,

her face co v enx l with a heav y v eil,^ held Mrs. 
Parso ns’ hand. 
This was Mrs. \ an Zamlt,

small, bowed figure sat alone in a corner on 
a lo w stool. 
It was Mrs. 
Bpies, August’s 
mother. Her head was buried in her hands, and 
they wero almo st in her lap. 
She rocked to 
and fro in an ago ny o f grief, strangely at 
v ariance with the actio n o f Mrs. Parsons, 
who sat bo lt upright and looked to ward 
where the 
body 
o f her 
husband lay . 
Her ey es were fix ed in a sto ny stare; they 
were large and lustrous, but seemed to hav e 
lo st the power o f weeping. 
She sat w ith one 
hand clasped in that o f the woman nex t to 
her, her lips mo v ing as tho ugh muttering 
some resolv e, the thin, peaked dark features 
peering from behind the mass cf crepe, and 
lo o king as tbaugh there was so mething in 
the future to anticipate.

repeating rifles and re­ 
v olv ers gu arded tho 
entrance. The men who 
patrolled along Clark 
street did not carry 
rifles. 
They w ero arm ­ 
ed with rev olv ers and 
bacons, both being carried in plain v iew. 
The hou ses and stairway s in tho neighbor­ 
hood were gu arded by police and on the tops 
of tho bu ildings contigu ou s to the jail a com­ 
pany of polic*e w*ere on du ty. 
F-om Clark street on Illinois and arou nd 
the corner of the jail to tho alley on Dear­ 
born, C apt Schaack, with ov er 100, men and 
Lieu ts. Kipley and Larson, protected all 
passages to the jail from the north side. 
These men were armed with tho regu lation 
Springfield riflx 
On Illinois street passage 
was strictly forbidden. 
One hu ndred and 
sixty men wero carefu lly stationed along the 
front of tho jail. 
On tho portico, in the win­ 
dows, on the tops of the hou ses, in the cellars 
—ev erywhere was a strong gu ard ready to 
challenge the least intru der who did not 
wear the u niform. 
Thirty-fiv e of the gu ards were armed with 
riot gu ns, each of which wou ld mow down a 
dozen men at a discharge. 
A lieu tenant re­ 
marked th at he had no fear of a rising at 
this time, bu t was apprehensiv e for Su nday. 


Arrests D u ring the Day. 
Chicago , Nov . 13.—Mrs. Parsons an« l her 
children and Mrs. Holmes made an attem pt 
to pass the jail gu ards abou t U:‘>0 a. m. F ri­ 
day morning, and wero stopped, when they 
made considerable distu rbance and were pu t 
in a patrol wagon an« l taken to the station, 
whore they were kept u ntil late iu the after­ 
noon when they were released. 
Ju st after tho execu tion had taken place 
an Anarchist began giv ing u tterance to some 
lu rid remarks at tho corner of Clark and 
Kiu zie streets and u pon being ordered to 
mov e on resisted somewhat and the police­ 
man lightly stru ck him on the hip.

oped n rev olv er, which the man whipped ou t 
in an instant. 
lie wns seized, his rev olv er 
taken from Him and th« * patrol wagon sent 
for in which ho was conv eyed to the station.

Logansport, Ind. 
loiter in tho afternoon two men were heard 
talking on a Milwau kee av enu e car platform. 
One was ov erheard to say that “we will fix

to-night,” and officers were called, 
who “rau them in in « ju tck time.” 


Parsons Sings “ Annie L au rie.” 
Chicago , N ov. 12.—Iu the jail ut midnight 
Thu rsday the silence was profou nd, and ju st 
at this time the gu ards were startled by the 
sou nd of singing in one of the cells. 
It was 
Parsons who, in a good tenor v oice, sang the 
beau tifu l 
and 
saddening 
song, 
“Annie 
Lau rie.” 
As his v oi« >j went u p in th at old 
song a stir was noted in the cells on either 
side of mu rderers’ row. 
The prisoners were 
awakened. They listened, their heads propped 
u p on their elbows, to the pathetic air, and 
more than a tinge of sadness characterized 
the plaintiv e v oice of the singer. 
He was 
singing his death-song. 
M ayhap in years 
agone he sang “Annie Lau rie” to his little 
ones at horn*. 
It was a fav orite air of his, 
for at all ev ents it was the last one he wou ld 
sing before lying down for his last rest.

filled to their utmo st with the sy mpathizers 
o f the co ndemned men in Chicago , and nu­ 
mero us threats were made in case the men 
sho uld be hanged, 
Herr Schevito b, the So cialistic lo ader, was 
in his o ffice o n V illiains street early Friday 
mo rning. 
He lo o ked, as ho said he felt, 
“ very so lemn.” “ It is the gro ssest o utrage 
ever j>erpetrated iu America,” he said. 
“ I 
alway s have maintained, and still maintain, 
that the men are inno cent o f murder o r o f 
any attempt to murder. 
On the night o f 
May 4, 1880, they were engaged in ho lding a 
peaceable meeting, which was abo ut to dis­ 
perse when it was brutally attacked by the 
po lice. So me unkno wn perso n threw a bo mb 
which inil cted as much injury to the An 
archists r.s to the o thers. 
The hanging o f the 
men marks a turning po int in tiie histo ry o f 
the natio n.” 
The entrance to Jo hann Mo st’s Frieheit 
o ffice was draped with a red flag, having be­ 
neath it a written no tice, “ No repo rters are 
admitted in tins o ffice.” The repo rter en- 
^ tered, no twithstanding the warning. 
The 
Anarchist leader was no t in. 
A number o f 
printers in red undershirts po inted to the 
do o rs with o ne acco rd, and said in cho rus, 
“ Go o ut.” 
Mr. Geo rgo C. Blo ck, a leading So cialist 
and edito r o f the German Bakers’ Jo urnal, 
said: “ While I am no t and never was asy m 
pathizo r with anarchy , I am so rry these men 
are to bo executed. It will tend to build up 
anarchy rather than decrease it, and that is 
no t what wo want 
It will have a demo r­ 
alizing effect, to o , upo n trades unio nism. The 
public have no idea ho w many sy mpathizers 
the Anarchists have amo ng unio n men, and 
numbers o f them will jo in the Anarchists o ut 
o f revenge o n capital.” 
Abo ut 4,000 members o f the vario us trades 
o rganizatio ns, 
particularly 
the 
German 
branches, o bserved the day as a ho liday , and 
resuluticn3 will be presented to the Central 
Labo r unio n Sunday asking that No v. II be 
made a ho liday fo r laLo riug men fo r all time 
to co me. 
Justus Schwab clo sed his salo o n at the 
ho ur the Anarchists ’wo re expected to be 
hanged. 
He and so me o f his adherents wo re 
crepe. 
They went to Paul Wilzig’s salo o n 
and met a number o f co ngenial spirits. 
Tho re was a so rt o f meeting o f pro test. 
Afterward Schwab reo pened his salo o n and 
had a big Anarchist trade. 
There was also 
an Anarchist meeting at August Schlag’s sa­ 
lo o n. 
Po lice in plain clo thes watched bo th 
places. 
Herr Mo st was seen in the Bo w­ 
ery . 
He 
said 
there 
wo uld 
be 
no 
demo nstratio n. 
He cursed the newspapers, 
and said they were tha real murderers. They 
had caused the hangings. 
Co l. 
Hinto n, 
Julius Bo rdello and a number o f o thers held a 
meeting at the o ffice o f Tho Leader, which 
has just cease. 1 publicatio n. 
They indulged 
in bitter speeches, 
Hinto n said: 
“ The dead 
men will bo amply avenged. 
They can as­ 
sassinate fo ur men, but 4,000 will spring up 
to emulate them iu their 
fight against 
ty ranny . ” 
At this po int repo rters were excluded fro m 
the ro o m. 
Meetings o f several Anarchist 
gro ups were held at night, and reso lutio ns 
were ado pted to wear crepe fo r thirty day s. 
A salo o n in Newark, N. J ., was draped o ut­ 
side with mo urning clo th. 
The place is a re­ 
so rt o f the eighty o r ninety Anarchists resid­ 
ing in Newark.

The total enrollment is 
108,000, so that over 20,000 are de­ 
prived of school facilities.

T h e first young girl to bo cremated 
in 
America 
was 
9-year-old 
Aiida 
Woissleder, the daughter of the super- 
intendent of tho Brush Electric Lig h t 
Company in 
Cincinnati. 
H er body 
was burned in tho crematory in that 
city. 
The corpse, wrapped in white 
alum linen,with white and yellow roses 
on the breast, was slid into the retort 
by two attendants, who at once re­ 
tired, and in 
tho stillness that 
fol­ 
lowed tho mourners could hoar the 
puff and sizzle of the gases of the body 
as the heat devoured it. 
After an hour 
the blue flames stopped circling about 
tho body and a long white stroak was 
seen w here it had been. 
These ashes 
when gathered up weighed less than a ! 
pound. 
They were returned,to the 
parents and w ill be preserved in an 
urn. 
It was the ninth incineration at 
the crematory. 


T h eb e has been somo discussion re­ 
cently among English literary men as 
to the source from which Dickens de­ 
rived his H^ory-tel ling faculty. 
Mr. T. 
Wemysa lieid, the editor of Cassell’s 
publications, 
thinks he inherited the 
gift from his grandmother, of whom ho 
says: 
“ Old Mrs. Dickens was house­ 
keeper at Crewe in the time of the first 
Lord Crewe, the grandfather of the 
present holder of the title, and of his 
sister, the first Lady Houghton. 
I well 
remember Lodv Houghton speaking to 
me with enthusiasm of Mrs. Dickens 
wonderful powers as a story-teller. 
It 
was her delight as a child to listen to 
the tales which the old lady was able to 
relate with so much dramatic force and 
feeling; and it was with tho greatest 
interest that, later on in life, 
Lady 
Houghton recognized in tho illustrious 
author of 
‘David 
Copperfield,’ 
the 
grandson of the favorite of her child­ 
hood. 
Old Mrs. Dickens had one griev­ 
ance which Lady 
Houghton still 
re­ 
called when she told me about her. 
It 
was tho conduct of her sou John - 
Charles’ father—against whose idleness 
and general incapacity sli • w as never 
tired of inveighing.”

“ How old did you say?” asked the 
Commander-in-chief.

The Commander-in-chief puffed his 
cigar at thoughtful intervals. 
The war

most cherished mental treasures. 
So

“ In the fall of 1863 ,” he began, “ I 
was stationed with a detachment at 
Paint Kook, Ala. 
W e were drawing on 
the enemy 
for suj plies—foraging, in 
fact. 
Our crackers and hard-tack wo 
got from Stevenson, but for fodder for 
our hors *s and anything to addsumptu- 
ousness to the appearance of tho frying 
pa 
wo had to depend on the country. 
Fo r some weeks I had sent out the 
wagon train to the east, the south­ 
east, and down the valley of the Paint 
Kock Creek. 
Tin only direction left 
for investigation was 
at the 
west,

aristocratic and fashionable city. W ell, 
one pleasant morning I sent the wagons 
across tho creek and followed them 
with a guard of twenty men.

Area and Population of Eorope. 
Gen. Strelbitsk i, who was selected 
by the International Statistical Con­ 
gress held at The Hague to prepare a 
report upon the area and number of in- 
liab tants in the different countries of 
Europe, has completed his labors, the 
gist of them being that the total area 
of Europe is 6,233,000 sq uare miles, of 
which 3,423,185 sq uare miles belong to 
Russia, 391,000 to Austria-Hungary , 
338.000 to Germany , 333,435 to France, 
312,810 to Spain, 281,615 to Sweden, 
203,375 to Norway , 196,615 to G reat 
Britain and Ireland, 180,310 to Italy , 
163,350 to Turk ey in Europe and Bos­ 
nia, 88,810 to Denmark , 82,125 to 
Iioumania, 55,690 to Portugal, 40,435 
to Greece, 30,375 to Servia, 25,875 to 
Switzerland, 20,625 to Holland, and 
18,430 to Belgium. 
The Russian Em ­ 
pire in Europo alone covers moro than 
half of the whole continent, embraciug 
tho Kingdom of Poland, the Grand 
Duchy of Finland, and part of the 
Caucasus. 
Russia also stands far in advance of 
all tho other nations in respect to her 
population, which is given by General 
Strelbitsk i at 94,000,000, the countries 
which come nex t being the German 
Em pire (47,200,030), Austria-Hungary 
(39,000,000), France(38,300,000), G reat 
Britain and Ireland (37,200,000), Italy 
(30,000,0JO , Spain (10,900,000) Swit­ 
zerland (7,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ), Belgium (5,850,- 
000). Roumania (5,400,000), Turk ey in 
Europe (1,900,000), Sweden (4,700,000), 
Holland and Portugal <4,40 ‘,000 each), 
Denmark (2,190,000), Servia (2,000,- 
000), and Norway (1,960,1)00). 
Total 
for all Europe, 350,000,000. 
The den­ 
sity of the population is very different, 
for while Belgium has 201 inhabitants 
to the sq uare k ilometre (five-eighths of 
a milot, Holland 13 J, G reat Britain and 
Ireland 119, Italy 105, the German 
Em pire 86, Switzerland 71, and Aus­ 
tria-Hungary 59, Spain has only 35, 
Turk ey 27,"Russia 17, Denmark 15, 
and Norway 6. But the population of 
Russia is increasing at the rate of j 
1.250.000 a y ear, and in half a century j 
it will, at this rate, ex ceed 170,000,0 0. 
The above figures ascribe to Europo 
and Russia in Kurope vastly more area 
than has usually been given to them.

HEALING BY MENTAL IMPRESSION. 


Curing Wound* by H ypnotic Suggestion. 
A S c ie n t ist '» I n v e s t i ga t i on s . 
Prof i •ssor Delboeuf, of Liege, is cer­ 
tain ly the most versatile of livin g in vesti­ 
gators, when on e con sid ers the /great 
origin ality an d suggestiven ess of all the 
work ho d oes. 
An cien t an d mod ern lan ­ 
guages, logic, gen eral physics an d physi­ 
ology, an d especially exjierimen tal pey- 
chology, have received his atten tion by 
turn s. 
Ilis latest con tribution is to ther­ 
apeutics, an d is a commun ication mad e 
on Jun e 4 to the Belgian acad emy, which 
will probably turn out to lie of the great­ 
est theoretical as well us practical im­ 
portan ce. 
Wo all are familiar with accoun ts of 
the woun d s in flicted on themselves by 
African d ervishes; but the statemen t 
which the n arrators always make, that 
the woun d s d o n ot in flame, or may even 
be quite healed in twen ty-four hours, 
probably often ten d s to d iscred it their 
whole d escription in the read er’s min d . 
Delboeuf 8 observation s n ow make these 
stories wholly plausible. 
It is well es­ 
tablished that in certain hypn otic sub­ 
jects a suggestion mad e d urin g tran ce, 
that to a part of their l*od y a cautery or 
a blister is applied , will prod uce, after 
d ue lapse of time, an actual vesication of 
the skin . 
The hallucin atory feelin g of 
in flammation prod uces in these person s a 
gen uin e in flammation . 
M. Delboeuf ar­ 
gued from this, that the feelin g of pain , 
however useful in other resjxjcts, must 
itself lie an in flammatory irritan t, an d 
wen t on to in fer that the abolition of it 
from an actual woun d ought to acceler­ 
ate its healin g. lie immed iately thought 
of some hypn otic subjects whom he had 
mad e an aesthetic, an d in whom he had 
often ad mired the rapid ity with which 
the marks of pun ctures an d pin chin gs 
d isapjK'ared , an d proceed ed to more sys­ 
tematic experimen ts, which, so far as 
they go, seem to verify his hypothesis 
jierfectly. 
On a youn g woman whom he could 
make in sen sible by suggestion , ho marked 
two correspon d in g sjKits, on e on each 
arm, an d mad e on each an id en tical burn 
with the hot iron , an n oun cin g to the pa­ 
tien t that the on e on the right should n ot 
lie felt. 
The suggestion took effect; « an d 
the n ext d ay, when the ban d ages were 
taken off, an d the left arm presen ted a 
vesicled sore with an in flammatory area 
three cen timetres in d iameter, the right 
arm showed on ly a clean scorch of the 
skin of the exact size of the iron (eight 
millimetres d iameter), without red n ess 
or in flammation . 
On an other subject 
similar results were obtain ed with burn s 
an d blisters, the spots chosen bein g n ear 
together on the same arm or on the n eck. 
The experimen ts are few in n umber, an d 
ought to lie multiplied ; but the read er 
will immed iately see the vista which thev 
open . 
Man y of the results of the “ min d cure,” 
an d the stran ge fact, so lon g kn own , of 
opium con trollin g in flammation s, are ex­ 
plain ed by M. Delboeuf’s prin ciple. So is 
the popular belief in “hard en in g” on e’s 
self by a little jud icious in d ifferen ce, an d 
n eglect of on e’s con d ition . 
Local pain is 
useful in lead in g 
us to protect the 
woun d ed part from mechan ical abrasion 
—several of M. Delboeuf’s experimen ts 
were in con clusive, because the subjects, 
bein g in sen sible at the seat of their in ­ 
juries, allowed them to get scraped , etc. 
—but it lias the d rawback of excitin g re­ 
flex chan ges of n utrition of an un favor­ 
able kin d . 
An aesthetizin g a woun d pre­ 
ven ts these reflex chan ges. M. Delboeuf, 
suggestin g to a very sen sitive subject that 
she should n ot feel a severe d en tal opera­ 
tion , was assured by the d en tist that 
what he foun d most extraord in ary in the 
whole performan ce was the absen ce of 
the salivary 
secretion 
which 
would 
usually have accompan ied it.—Scien ce.
